On  the  parish  register 
of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  Albany,  New  York,  may  be  seen 
the  following  record  of  baptism  on  March  4th,  1781  by  Reverend 
Eilardus  Wisterlo:  Parents:  Philip  Schuyler,  Catherine  Van  Rens- 
selaer, Child:  Catherine  Van  Rensselaer  Schuyler.  Witnesses:  George 
Washington,  James  Van  Rensselaer,  Mrs.  Washington,  Margarita 
Schuyler.  George  Washington  went  from  White  Plains,  where  he  was 
stationed  with  his  troops,  to  Albany  with  his  wife  to  attend  the 
christening.  The  baptismal  bowl  used  at  the  baptism  of  Catherine 
Van  Rensselaer  Schuyler  remained  on  the  sideboard  at  the  Schuyler 
mansion  in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  for  many  years.  Vide  Katherine  Schuyler 
Baxter,  A  Godchild  of  Washington. 

John  Hastier  was  admitted  Freeman  in  1726  and  ranks  among  the 
earliest  New  York  silversmiths.

The  upper  part  is  equipped  with  a  series  of  shelves,  pigeonholes,  and 
compartments,  enclosed  by  a  pair  of  solid  doors  the  panels  of  which 
are  framed  by  carved  ogee  moldings.  Flanking  the  doors  are  grooved 
flat  pilasters  having  Corinthian  capitals  which  appear  to  support  a 
pediment  of  broken  arch  pattern  and  which  is  ornamented  with  three 
urn  and  flame  finials.  The  lower  body  is  of  bombe  form  commonly 
known  as  'kettle  base' ;  contains  four  long  drawers  framed  with  bead- 
ing.

They  lend  themselves  to  great 
speculation  as  to  their  authorship,  and  for  years  the  inclination  has 
been  to  assign  pieces  of  this  character  to  the  Rhode  Island  school  of 
cabinetmakers.
